Statistics op Coal in Illinois por the Year Ended 

June 30, 1901. 



For a period of twenty years tbis bureau, in addition to other re- 
ports, has collected, compiled and published statistics relating ex- 
clnsively to the coal industry of the State. 

These reports contain information of a general character concerning 
the number of mines and men employed; capital invested and wages 
paid; aggregate product in tons and Value; systems of mining and 
conditions of employment, and while probably not absolutely accu- 
rate in all details, a defect chargeable more to those furnishing than 
to those compiling the returns, they afford nevertheless a fairly cor- 
rect and comprehensive history of the development of our mining 
industry. 

Fortunately for those personally and financially interested in this 
line of business, no successful substitute has been found to take the 
place of coal as a generator of power. While commerce relies upon 
this medium for movement, the quantity consumed can be safely 
accepted as a standard by which to measure a country's progress and 
prosperity. 

The growth of mining interests has more than kept pace with the 
extension of other industries. 

During the past few years the output of the coal mines of the 
United States has exceeded that of Great Britian. Distanced in the 
industrial race by the product of our mills, necessity compels her to 
accept second place in the important matter of coal production. 
There has not only been an enormous increase in domestic consump- 
tion, consequent upon our industrial revival, bvxt a ^X.TOTk.^'et \.Qt^\'S0L 
demand for American ccal. . . ': * ' 
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This is reflected in recent increased exportations. Late reports 
from our consuls indicate a decided preference at many European 
points for American coal and that the prospects for extending our 
trade in those countries is most encouraging. 

The coal supply of this country is almost inexhaustible, easy of 
access, and the facilities for its production and transportation so 
perfect that it is now possible to place American mined coal in the 
markets of the Old World at a price less than the cost of production 
there. That old maxim "Carrying coals to New Castle" intended 
to express the very acme of absurdity, may yet turn out to be true. 

From a standpoint of State pride, it is gratifying to know that, 
in this now the greatest coal producing country in the world, Illinois 
stands second only to Pennsylvania in the volume of its annual 
output. 

Prior to the establishment of the State mine inspection service 
in 1883, the bureau was compelled to rely on the reports submitted 
by county inspectors of mines, appointed by boards of supervisors. 
This service proved very unsatisfactory and hastened the enactment 
of a law dividing the State into several inspection districts and pro- 
viding for the appointment of State Inspectors of Mines. 

The first report prepared from returns made by the State Inspect- 
ors appeared in 1884. At that time the total output from 741 mines 
was little more than 12,000,000 tons, and the number employed 
25,595. The present report gives 915 as the number of openings of 
all kinds, 44,143 as the total employes, with an aggregate product of 
26,635,319 tons. The record for the present year is, in many re- 
spects, the most notable in the history of the industry. Not only 
does it exceed all others in the aggregate tonnage, but for the first 
time in a long period, there has been no interruption in business re- 
sulting from local strikes or disagreements. This gratifying situa- 
tion indicates that the joint contract between miners and operators 
has been strictly and faithfully observed.

The total output of the 915 openings of all kinds was 26,635,819 
tons, being an increase of 1,481,390 tons compared with the year 
previous. The total increase in the number of all classes of em- 
ployes was 4,759, which is considerably above the avet^.^«e> ol ^'waX^T^b- 
ports. Avera^re daya ot active operation ioi B\i\piB^Ti^TDiTk«e»^'^^ — ^^ 
decrease of ten daya compared with that Bho\?Tilat VSC^^^'^iSkJb lot ^ 
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mines the number of days have decreased from 182 to 174. That a 
material increase in the aggregate product should accompany a re- 
duction, not only in the number of days but also in the length of the 
day as formerly computed, attests the superior equipment and man- 
agement of our mines. 

As noted in former reports, while the shipping mines represent but 
about one-third of the entire number of openings, their output is 
equal to 96 per cent of the total product. 

The average price per gross ton for hand mining increased from 
$0.4931 to $0,564, with a similar advance in the rate for machine 
mined coal. The report shows that 464 machines were in use in the 
State producing 5,774,639 tons, an increase of 191,045 tons over last 
year. 

For the first time since the Diamond disaster at Braidwood in 188S 
the number of fatal accidents for the State has reached 100. Notwith- 
standing this heavy loss for the year, the ratio, considered either as to 
tons produced or men employed, is less than for the two years previous. 

The fourth and sixth districts report the greatest number of fatal 
accidents, 21 and 22 respectively. Reference to the table, showing 
the cause of accidents, indicates that 56 per cent of the lives lost wa& 
occasioned by falling coal and rock, presumably at or near the work- 
ing face. The proportion of deaths from other causes is about the 
same as formerly reported.

26 per cent mine run, 14 per cent pea or screening, and the balance 

egg, nut and slack. This classification into the various commercial 

grades, made for the first time last year, reduces the percentage of 

lump coal as heretofore computed and reported. The first district 

reports the least percentage of slack or waste, 1.68. The second, the 

greatest percentage of lump and waste, while in the fourth 54 per 

cent is returned as mine run. The general average of slack or waste 

• for the State is slightly less than for the year 1900. The figures hero 

given would seem to discredit the claim that the general adoption of 

the gross weight system operates to increase the per cent of slack or 

waste.

Compared with last year the number of mines using powder for 
blasting coal is less by 36; the number of tons cut less by 3,696,039; 
the number of men employed increased 4,898, while the number of 
kegs consumed is 13,101. less. 

The table further reveals that, for the State, 13.8 kegs of powder 
was used per man, producing 34.1 tons per keg; this is 2.73 kegs 
less per man than last year, and 6.62 tons less per keg. 
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Fatal Accidents in Mines. 

The number of fatal accidents for the year is 99, an increase of 5^ 
or 5.32 per cent, compared with last year. There were two additional 
men killed while engaged in sinking shafts, but are omitted in these 
tables for the reason that only those losing their lives in the actual 
mining of coal are considered in these computations. However, the 
increase in the number killed this year is not disproportionate, as the 
number of men employed increased 12 per cent and the tonnage 6 
per cent, the ratio of increase for the State is less than the three 
previous years. In the different districts, however, there is a marked 
variation in the number of killed reported compared with the previous 
year. In the first district the number is 40 per cent less, while in 
the sixth and seventh it is 100 per cent additional. The number of 
men employed to each death is 446; the rate per 1,000 is 2.2.

Considering the fatal accidents for the past 19 years, and taking 
the average for this period, it is found that the number of deaths has 
increased 46 per bent; however, the tonnage has increased 56 per 
cent and the number employed 39 per cent. 

The number employed to each life lost is 445.9 or 2.2 per 1,000. 
For 18 years, omitting, as is usual, the year 1883, when 69 men were 
drowned by the flooding of a mine at Braidwood, and ten met death 
by an explosion at Coulterville, the number employed to each death 
is 501, or 2 per 1,000. 

In a recent statistical report of mines and quarries of Great Britain 

appears a caretully prepared table of fatal accidents in coal mines for

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1900. In the oolonies of Great Britain the number of deaths was 
1,144; in all other ooantries 2,868, making a total of 4,012 for the 
world. The number for the United States is given as 1,472. 

The death rate per 1.000 persons employed is given, for the British 
Empire, 1.29; other countries, 2.38; the United States, 3.29,^ and 1.92 
for the world. If these computations were based on a series of years 
the figures would undoubtedly show a material change. 

The Department of Labor, Washington, has published an extended 
article in its Bulletin of January, 1901, on accidents to labor in the 
United States. In the table of fatal accidents in bituminous coal 
mines, which includes 16 states, also British Columbia and Nova 
Scotia, for ten years, 1890-1899, the rate of deaths per 1,000 employes 
for the 16 states and the two British colonies is given as 2.64. The 
rate for Illinois is given as 2.07, Indiana 2.32, Iowa 2.08, West Vir- 
ginia 3.36, British Columbia and Nova Scotia 3.00 and 3.78 re- 
spectively. 

This statement discloses that for an accurate comparison a series 
of years should be considered. 

The rate given for this State compares very favorably with the 
other important coal producing states and reflects creditably on our 
excellent mining laws and ef&cient system of mine inspection.

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INALYSES AND HEATING VALUES OF ILLINOIS COALS. 



Through the courtesy Professor 8. W. Parr, of the University of 
Uinois, a very interesting presentation is here given of the chemical 
aalysis and heating valves of the different grades of coal of Illinois.

The proximate analysis of Illinois coals made at the University of Illinois 
tom the year 1878 to the present time are herewith presented in tabular 
Bnn.

The value of such data 
mdicated from the constant inquiries for the Fame, and we are under obli- 
dons to Hon. David Boss, secretary of the Bureau of Labor Statistics for 
dne: it thus available for general reference. It is to be regretted that the 
rk has been of such haphazard and unsystematic a nature, and it is sin- 
sly hoped that the presentation of this summary will stand as a somewhat 
ktrere reflection against the great State of Illinois for what she has not done 
io connection with her coal interests. Standing second only to Pennsylvania 
D the amount and value of her coal output, she still lacks even the most 
ndimentary attempt at a scientific or economic study of her mineral resources 
^^e our neighbors have made very complete and valuable surveys, 
^he most serious defect in the work here presented is the variable methods 

• taking the samples. Those taken by W. D. Rudy in 1878 are stated to 
^^e been taken at the mine by cutting across the face of the vein (Uni. of 

• Beport 1878). These number seventeen and have been labeled *'vein 
^ples". The next work at the University was done by R. B. McConney

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use of slack underjboilers at that time was a somewhat anusaal praetice, but 
recently taken up by electric lighting: plants, and since the uniform oustom at 
the University then was to purchase lump coal, it is fair to assume that these i 
29 samples are all 'Mump." The analyses dated 1895, 1896 and 1897 ar» 
mainly from car lots sampled in connection with boiler tests conducted at thij 
University by the department of Mechanical Engineerinc under the direction 
of Prof. L. P. Breckenridge. " 

The analytical results have all been obtained according to established 
methods, and are fnven in percentages. 

Moisture — As is the general custom in this country, these percentages refer 
to the commercially dry coal, that is, the coal as it comes from the mine, and 
is supposed to reach the consumer without the addition or extraction ol 
water. It is to be noted that there is a difference between ** commercial!} 
dry" and '*oven" or *' chemically" dry coal. A sample may be to all ap- 
pearance dry, yet upon heating for an hour at the temperature of boiliii|| 
water or slightly above, there is removed a certain amount of water whi 
has been held in some invisible or combined state. This water varies greai 
with different coals, being rarely below three or four per cent, and sometimi 
reaching as high as 12 per cent, the average being perhaps seven or eigl 
per cent. 

In the coals of Europe a marked difference exists in this respect; an amo 
of water exceeding three or four per cent being unusual, while the ave 
is two or three per cent. Much the same condition prevails with the soft 
coals and semianthracites of the eastern United States, while the brown coaU 
or lignites of both Europe and America have a high per centage of water^ 
averaging 12 to 15 per cent. It is probable then that coals of the Mississippi 
Valley stand geologically midway between the anthracite coals of the eai 
and the lignites of the south and northwest. 

Ash — The content of moisture together with the ash constitutes the inert 
material of the coal. Indeed, these ingredients are not only inert, but to a 
certain degree negative in their effect; for example, the heat necessary to 
bring the water up to the vapor point is held by the steam thus formed and; 
carried away and lost. The ash also tends to prevent a full and complete 
combustion of the coal and may carry away mechanically, unburnt material I 
It is evident, therefore, that in proportion as these constituents are high ia | 
amount, there is a decrease in value, both on account of the inert material as 
also from the negative property of the same. 

Combustible Material — The remaining constituents after the water and ash, 
we may consider in general as combustible material. This divides sharply 
into two classes, that which easily volatilizes and becomes gaseous and that 
remaining fixed and burning as coke. Because of the ready volatility of the 
first, it is liberated in great volume when fresh coal is added to a free fire* 
Because the admission of air is regulated for the average conditions, much of 
this gaseous product is unsupplied with the necassary oxygen and so passes 
off unburned. For this and other reasons it is evident that the greatest ef^- 
eieDoy is likely to be gotten out of those Qoa\« lo^v^^l m '^oVaiVV^ xnAlter and 
highest in fixed carbon, but it may fairly be v^'ke^ -wteVJost V^da^y^ti^^. ^^s^ 
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in the method of baming rather than in the coal itself. The volatile constit- 
uents of the coal be^rin passing off at about 700 degrees Fab. and the process 
"vhen once started is very rapid for the major part of the gaseous constitu- 
^ts. It is just at this time when insufficient oxygen results in incomplete 
Ti0ombustion, which is made evident to the eye by dense volumes of smoke, 
'^nt the problems connected with perfect combustion and avoidance of smoke 
jure many and varied, and can not be entered into here. The point only is 
anade that at present with our faulty methods, we get a higher ratio of the 
jieat content out of those coals having the lowest volatile constituents and we 
lose the most in case of coals which are relatively low in fixed carbon. 

Heat Value — This brings us to the question of Calorific value. One pound 
«t coal in burning is capable of raising one pound of water a certain number 
«>f degrees. These degrees (Fah.) are called the Brittish Thermal Units. 
Shis is the theoretical or actual heat possibility of a coal. Practically by rea- 
ipon of faulty combustion and loss of heat in various ways only a part of this 
|heoretical heat content is utilized; the average steam boiler having perhaps 

ri efficiency of 60 per cent. From the above it will be evident how desirable 
is to determine in all cases the actual Calorific content of a coal. Methods 
Bor determining this factor are numerous. If the amount of carbon and 
liydrogen available for combustion are known a simple calcuJation based on 
the known heat values of these constituents accordiujir to Dulong's formula 


will give the calorific value thus 14600 C+62000 (H — ) in which C. H.

and refer to the amounts of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen respectively, the 
numerical coefficients being the accepted heat values for carbon and hydro- 
gen. This requires an ultimate analysis of the coal, a somewhat elaborate 
lirocess and requiring the services of an expert chemist to perform. 

In Table II are given the results of such analyses of Illinois coals so far as 
they are available. 

Various instruments for indicating directly the calorific values have been 
dbvised, but that general use has not been made of them which the impor- 
tance of the subject demands. This has no doubt resulted in tlie case of 
•ome of the forms of instrument from the unreliable and faulty readings ob- 
tained. A new type of Calorimeter devised by one of us (Parr JNL. Am. 
Chem. Soc. Vol. XXII) because of its simplicity and accuracy has greatly ex- 
tended the number of calorific determinations and it is hoped will give a new 
impetus as also a valuable aid to the study of coal combustion. 

Sulphur, Sulphur occurs in coal chiefly as iron pyrites calcium sulphate 
and sulphur organically combined with the coal. The first is chiefly respon- 
sible for the formation of clinker. In the manufacture of gas, part of the 
sulphur passes off in some volatile combination. If this combination is or- 
ganic as carbon bisulphide (C 82 ) it is not removed in the process of purifi* 
cation whereas ather forms as sulphuretted hydrogen ( H 82 ) are removed 
with comparative ease. Hence for purposes of gas maii\ilae,VMT^^ \V \s \vci\. 'e.^

The counties of Livingston and Will show an increase of 119,219 tons, and 
the counties of Grundy, LaSalle and Kankakee show a decreas of 253,07!) 
tons, leaving a decrease for the district of 133,851 tons, or 3.82 per cent from 
1900. 

New Mines — The Wilmington Coal Mining and Manufacturing Company, 
Diamond, Grundy county, has put in operation during the year, a new mine 
one mile south of its No. 4 mine, it is known as No. 5. This plant is first 
class in every particular, the hoisting engities are 14 x 30, first motion; steam 
is supplied by three new boilers, 60 inches by 26 feet long, a new fan has 
been erected, 7 x 14 feet; all the buildings are covered with corrugated iron, 
and are made as near fire proof as possible* 

The Wilmington Star Mining Company, Coal City, Grundy county, has . 
opened a new mine one mile west of Coal City, known as No. 6 mine. Tho 
shaft is 90 feet deep, thickness of coal 3 feet; this will be one of the best 
equipped mines in the county. 

The Braceville Coal Company has opened a new mine, two miles north of 
Braceville, moving all the machinery from No. 4 to the No. 5 mine; it is now 
in full operation. 

Nelson Bros, have opened a new mine near Morris, Grundy ooanty. 
J, H. Cryer has purchased the mine lotmstV^ ov«t«X.^^>a^ "Saurrs ^^^^ibmk 
Morris, Orundy county; tfais is a new mme. 
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L. W. Brewer and William Saxly have opened a new mine near Ottawa, 
LaSalle county. 

iieilly, Moffat & Co. have opened a new mine at Braid wood, Will county. 

Mounts Bros, have opened a new mine at Streator, LaSalle county. 

The Illinois Zinc Company, Peru, has opened a new mine near Deer Park. 
LaSalle county, and will consume all the output at the plant in Peru. 

Harr Bros, have reopened the mine formerly operated by Castetter Bros., 
near Streator, LaSalle county. 

Tne Streator Aqueduct Company has opened a ^new mine near its plant, 
I two miles south of Streator, Livinflnston county; the company will consume 
; all the coal at the plant. 

Evans Bros, have opened a new mine near Streator, Livingston county. 

Abandoned Mines, The followiniT mines have been abandoned near Ottawa, 
LaSalle county: John Taylon; Nels Nelson; Qt, F. Myer; W. A. Brown and 
I James Edson, all looal mines. 

The Star Coal Company, Streator, has abandoned its No. 3 mine at Kang- 
ley, LaSalle county. 

William Howe & Co., have abandoned their mine at Streator, LaSalle 
eoanty. 

J. £. Buchanan & Bros., H. Worthington, and Nelson & Westerlund have 
abandoned their mines near Streator, LaSalle county. 

Price & Jones, and Mounts Bros., have abandoned their mines near Strea- 
tor, in Livingston county. 

William Maltby and the Co-operative Coal Co., of Braidwood, Will county, 
have abandoned their mines. 

The Star Coal Cgmpany has abandoned its No. 2 mine, at Carbon Hill, 
Gnmdy county. 

Besumed Work, Matthiessen & Hegeler Zinc Company,LaSalle,has resumed 
work after being idle one year. 

JIftne Fires. A fire broke out in the boiler room of the William Maltby 
mine, near Braidwood, Sunday morning, April 14, 1901; the entire top works 
were destroyed. There was no one around the top at the time the fire was 
discovered, the engineer being down in the mine repairing a pump; some one 
saw the fire from a distance, and gave the alarm; the engineer made his 
escape through the air-shaft. Owing to the immense quantity of water ao- 
' cumulating in the mine, it has been abondoned. 

Labor Iroubles.^ April 1, 1900, the miners at the Standard Coal Company, 
Seneca, LaSalle county, came out on strike, demanding one dollar per ton; 
they were receiving up to that time 85 cents per ton. The scale at this mine 
was not included in the Illinois agreement, but the price of digging was to be 
determined by Herman Justi and W. R. Russell. However, the men would 
ndt accept of a compromise; after being idle about four months the company 
aeoeded to the demands of the miners.

daily; a Howe track scale of 80 tons capability, also a shaker screen to 
commodate both railroad. and wagon trade. 

The Oglesby Coal Company, Oglesby, LaSalle county, has put in two new] 
tubular boilers, and a Harrison conveyer to carry the coal to the boiler hone 

The LaSalle county Carbon Coal Co., LaSalle, has put in a shaker sci 
at its No. 1. mine. 

The Chicago, Wilmington & Vermilion Coal Co., has put in a coal washii 
plant at its No. 1 mine at South Wilmington, Grundy county. 

Prospective Mines — The Chicago, Wilmington & Vermilion Coal Co., 
Streator, are sinking two new shafts at South Wilmington, a half mile easto! 
its No. I mime in Grundy county. This company is also sinking a shaft tc 
No. 2 seam, at Heenanville, six miles north of Streator, in LaSalle county. 

The Wilmington Coal Mining & Manufacturing Company has sunk a pi 
pecting shaft one mile east of Brace ville; the coal was found at the depth 
91 feet; thickness of coal three feet; the company has purchased 640 acres 
coal land at this place, and will sink two new shafts in the near future. 

Corcoran Bros., of Morris, Grundy county, have sunk a phaft one mile ei 
of Morris; the shaft is 30 feet to the top of the coal, the coal is 2 feet 9 inchc 
thick; it will be opened out on the long wall system. 

Fatal Accidents — July 27, 1900, Conrad Zeppner, miner, aged 45 years, wf 
instantly killed by a fall of coal at the face of his working room in the LaSalii 
County Carbon Coal Co's. No. 1 mine, LaSalle county. Deceased was niH 
der mining at the time and had mined, to break in the coal, about four feet 
deep; when the coal came over the sprags, crushing him under it. He ieavefl 
a widow and two children. « 

September 22, 1900, Frank Keenan, miner, single, aged 25 years, was in' 
stantiy killed by a fall of slate in No. 2 mine of the Star Coal Company« 
Kangley, LaSalle county. Deceased and his partner were working nights* 
taking off coal to make a double parting; they had fired two blasts, and on 
returning to the place sounded the roof and found it bad; they at once set: 
two props under the slate, but unfortunately placed them under the thin or 
light end, there being a cutter or slip running parallel with the rib. Shortly 
after they commenced loading the car the roof gave way, and the mass fell oit 
Keenan, with the above result. 

November 2, 1900, Louis Olson, miner, aged 36 years, married, was injured 
by a fall of rock at the face of his room in No. 5 mine of the Braceville Coal 
Company, Grundy county.* Deceased was taking down coal at the time,when 
a piece of rock fell from the roof, striking him on the head and back; he 
lingered until March 1, 1901, when he died from the effects of his injuries. 
He leaves a widow and three children, all dependent. 

January 8, 1901, John Roberts, timbeiman, married, aged 40 years, was 
instantly killed by a fall of rock in No. 5 mine of the Wilmington Coal Min- 
ing and Manufacturing Company, Grundy county. This is a new mine; the 
wen were employed taking up bottom and t\TXibeT\\i^ Ih.^ byways around the 
bottom of the abaft; they had drilled a bottom ^\io\^ '^\ivib. '^^ ^^ckVw^ciciXi^^ 
considerable qaaDtity of water. Deceased ^ent. to ^>aftte V\i«^ ^«tft fsw 
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tractiDii: the mule stable to get a blasting barrel; just as he entered a great 
lass of rook fell, crashing him under it.

January 22, 1901, Richard Wedlock, miner, aged 50 years, single, was in-

Deceased was shoveling coal out of the 

ift hand side of his room when a rook which was relieved by a slip in the

January 27, 1901, Samuel Fulton, track layer, aged 35 years, married, was 

tantly killed by an explosion of gas in No. 6 mine of the Wilmington Star 

lining Company, Coal City, Grundy county. Deceased, with four other 

m, went to work on Sunday morning putting in air boxes to convey the air 

mt to the face of the workings.

His 
place was insufficiently propped, the props being about sis feet back from the 
face. There were plenty of props at hand. 

March 29, 1901, Olliveri Lnige, miner, aged 18 years, single, was instantly' 
killed by falling down the shaft at Clark City, B mine of the Gardnei^Wil- 
mington Coal Company, Kankakee county. Linge and his partner were work- 
ing nights, but on the above date work was suspended at 1:30 p. m. Tiia 
two men intended to go to work at 2:16 the same day, and were waiting at 
the lower landing to go down, when a cage loail of man came up, both got od 
the cage and gave one bellj the engineer, not knowing there was anyone on 
the cage, took it towards the top; Del. Monelt, top man, seeing the cage 
going up, ran and gave tbe signal to the engineer to stop. Linge, seeing the 
cage going up instead of down, jumped oS, falling down the shaft; had he 
remained on the cage with his partner he would have been safe. 

The tables of casualties follow, also the statistical tables, by oonnties, giv- 
ing in detail all information regarding the indastry in tbe district.

Sir:— In compliance with section 12 of an act of the General Assembly of 
Illinois, defining the dnties of State inspectors of coal mines, and providing 
for the preservation of the health and safety of persons employed in the 
mines of the State, I have the honor to herewith snbmit to you the eighteenth 
annnal report of the coal mines contained in the second inspection district, 
including the coal producing counties of Bureau, Henry, Knox, Marshall, 
Mercer, Rock Island, Stark, and Warren, for the year ended June 30, 1901. 

The tabular part of the report contains the number of mines in the district, 
shipping and local; the depth below the surface of the different shafts; the 
geological number and thickness of the various seams; the number of miners 
and other employes engaged in the mining industry in the district; the num- 
ber of days each mine has been in operation during the year; the amount of 
powder consumed; the number of fatal and non- fatal accidents that have oc- 
cnrred during the year, with the causes thereof; the number of tons of lump 
and other grades of coal produced; the prices per ton paid for mining, with 
the average value of lump and other grades of coal per ton at the mine; the 
disposition of the product of the mines is also set forth, whether shipped, 
sold to local consumers, or used for steam purposes at the mines; the aggre- 
eate value of the total product is also given; in fact, the tables contain about 
everything that is of importance to those directly interested, or of interest to 
the statistician.

The counties of Bureau, Knox, Marshall, Mercer, Rock Island, Stark and 
Warren combined, show a gain over the yeai previous of 339,104 tons, and 
Henry county a loss of 22,054 tons, leaving a net gainlfor the district of 
317,050 tons. 

New Mines — Three mines of the shipping class have been put into operation 
during the year. Mine No. 2, operated by T. S. Silvis, near Carbon Cliff, 
Bock Island county. The coal produced at this mine is shipped over the 
Davenport, Rock Island and Northwestern railroad. This road has been 
built quite recently from Rock island to the northern border of Rock river, 
where Silvis' mine is located, which is the terminal of the road. It is now 
controlled by the Burlington management. 
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Mine No. 2, operated by the Etherly Coal Co., at Etherly, Knox county, 
srent into operation as a shipping mine daring the year. The principal mine 
opened daring the year, however, is shaft No. 6, operated by the Spring Val- 
ley Coal Co., at Spring Valley, Bareaa coanty. A description of this mine 
and its eqaipment was given in the annual report for 1900. It will, in all 
probability, be heard of as a liberal coal producer in the future. 

The Kewanee Coal and Mining Company, Eewanee, Henry county, sunk a 
shaft during the autumn of 1900, and operated it as a local mine until July, 
1901. A branch road is now being constructed from the side tracks of the 
C. B. & Q. R. R. In future it will be operated as a shipping mine. 

Mines Abandoned — Two mines of the shipping class have been abandoned 
daring the year. Shaft No. 1, operated by the Empire Coal Co. at Gilchrist, 
Mercer county, has been worked out, and was abandoned in October, 1900. 

The mine heretofore operated by John McCaffrey, at Blossomburg, Henry 
eoQDty,was abandoned in October, 1900, temporarily and possibly permanently. 

Many small local mines are opened and others abandoned each year, a 
record of which is assumed to be unnecessary in a report of this kind. 

Scales Jested — Two applications only have been made to have scales tested 
daring the year. July 18, 1900, the scale at No. 3 mine, operated by the 
Spring Valley Coal Co. was tested and found correct. This is a beam scale. 
On the same date, at mine No. 1, operated by the same company, the scale 
was tested and found correct up to and including 3,000 pounds, at which 
point it beean to lose slightly; at 4,000 pounds it was 25 pounds light or 
aii:ainst the miner. The officials of the company were requested to have the 
feale corrected at once, and it was done. This scale has a dial attachmeut. 
; The probable cause for so few applications being made to have scales tested 
18 that an effort has been made, and with some success, to have the .larger 
operators to provide test weights at their mines, these weights, where pro- 
Tided, would be constantly on hand and the scale could be tested by the 
weighman and cheok-weighman as often as might be deemed necessary. 

Shaft lowers Destroyed by Fire— On the night of August 29, 1900, the tower, 
•eale house and large nut coal bins at the Devlin Coal Co.'s shaft No. 1, at 
Toluca, Marshall county, were totally destroyed by fire. The enginehouse, 
boilerroom and ventilating fan and fanhouse were saved The cause of the 
iire is not known; it was supposed by some to be the result of spontaneous 
eombustion in the nut coal bins, as the fire when first discovered seemed to 
have stated in that direction. The fact, however, that these bins were being 
filled and emptied at short intervals, would seem to dispel the logic of that 
opposition. The top of the down-cast shaft was destroyed by the fire, but 
by persistent work the damage was repaired in two days, the ventilation 
again established and coal hoisted through the No. 2 shaft. A temporary 
tower was erected at No. 1 shaft, and in about two weeks after the fire the 
mine was again in full operation. 

The shaft buildings at the local mines of J. M. Robmson, \oe.«L\.e^ x^^%.^ 
Elroiia, Stark eovnty, and James Kay, near Atkinson, Henxy cowiiV^,^^'^^ 
i/w destroyed by &re during the year. 
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Dfi^eer was in the engine room with him, but neither could explain just 
ow it happened. There seems to be only one reasonable solution ; the en* 
ineer forgot himself, instead of shutting off steam, which he intended to do 
t the time, he in all probability threw the throttle valve wide open, and what 
9lk>wed was quite natural. These detaching hooks are in use in all the 
(pring Valley mines; they are manufactured by Stephen Humble, London, 
England. 

Fatal Accidents— The following is a detailed statement of the fatal accidents 

that have taken place in the second district during the year ended June 30,

Ang. 11, 1900, Sylvester Masserdelli, miner, aged 42 years, married, leaves 

I family in Italy, was found dead at the face of his working room in the 

Devlin Goal Company's shaft No. 2, (middle seam) at Toluca, Marshall 

mnty. Deceased was working alone in a room driven in about 45 feet from 

tiie entry, he had fired a blast a little after 3:00 o^clock p. m., quitting time; 

came to the end of his room on the entry, put on his clothes and made 

ry preparation apparently for going home; but, being a little anxious to 

w what his shot had done, he went back to the face of the room and was 

ffidently overcome by the powder smoke and could not get back again. He 

¥18 missed at his boarding house, and a searching party organized. He was 

Amnd at the face of the room dead, about 5:00 o'clock, nearly two hours 

ifter he fired the blast. It became quite generally known after the inquest 

.t he was subject to heart trouble, and it is very probable that this was the 

ime factor that caused his death. 

Sept. 20, 1900, Morris Stoehr, a sinker, aged 23 years, single, was killed 
ihnost instantly by falling down the new sinking shaft, at Silvis' mine, lo- 
cated near Carbon Cliff, Rock Island county. Deceased and his partner were 
engaged in sinking a new staft at the above mine; they were about to fire a 
Uast; deceased came up the shaft in a sinking bucket, leaving his partner 
below to ignite the fuse. When Stoehr reached the top of the shaft he went 
to step from the bucket onto the platform while the bucket was yet in mo- 
tion, the boards of the platform were wet and slippery, and his foot slipped 
in such a manner that he fell into and down the shaft, a distance of 80 feet. 
fle died about ten minutes after being brought to the surface. 

Oct. 10, 1900, Anton Uranchick, driver, aged 28 years, married, leaves a 
widow and one child in Austria, was killed instantly by a fall of roof on the 
Uth south entry, in the Wenona Coal company's mine, Wenona, Marshall 
eonnty. Deceased was hauling a loaded pit car through a part of the entry 
where a new parting or side track was being built, when a large mass of roof 
that would weigh about three tons suddenly fell, crushing him under it. The 
rock that fell was supported by a prop, but it was supposed that the rock cut 
loose on the fastened side, and ewung the prop just at the time that he was 
passing under it. 

November 23, 1900, Daniel Sturm, minor, aged 48 years, married, leaves a 
widow and four minor children, was killed instantly by a iaW ol xool ^\. >i^Dkfe 
face ot his working place in William Hen nick's local mme, Voc«X.^^ ^^^t 
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^Dited the two shots in the entry, and his partner was trying to do the same 
nth the blast behind him where the room was being opened; his partner 
ailed to light the fuse, and Gooden, in passing out from the entry shots^ 
topped to aEsist, boc had not time to be certain that the fuse was lighted be- 
)re they had to go to a place of safety, as a squib shot in the entry was 
kely to go off. They went to the room outside, when the two entry shots 
sploded, but the other did not explode. After waiting a short time, toa 
lort, they thought the fuse had not been lighted, deceased went back to light 
, when about six feet from the shot the blast exploded, and coal flying there- 
rom struck Gooden on the head, crushing it in a tearful manner, with the 
Bsult as stated. 

February 18, 1901, Frank McMahon, miner, aged 54 years, married, leaves 
& widow and two minor children, was severely burned on arms and face with 
^wder, and his body bruised by coal flying from a premature blast in the 
Empire Coal Company ^s mine No. 3, Gilchrist, Mercer county He died from 
le injuries three hours after the accident. Deceased was working in a room^ 

listed by his son, 15 years of age; he was in the act of charging a hole with 
[ko&e powder, and probably pushing the powder back with an iron scraper; 

doing so the scraper must have come in contact with pyrites of iron, sul- 

inr in the drill hole, generating a spark which ignited the powder, causing 
[I to explode, with the above results. About half a ton of coal was thrown 

by the explosion. The son was quite severely injured by the same ex- 

fiion. 

April 18, 1901, Geovani Ludorico, miner, aged 48 years, married, leaves a 
fidow and four children in Italy, was severely crushed about the head and 

ly by a fall of roof at the face of his working room in shaft No 1, operated 

the Spring Valley Coal Company, Spring Valley, Bureau county. He died 

m the effects thereof before he could be removed from the mine. Deceased 
rag in the act of brushing his working place when a mass of roof, about three 

It long, 18 inches wide, with an average thickness of about 10 inches, sud- 

inly fell, striking him on the head and body with above results. Coroners'^ 
^quests were held after and in connection with each of the above fatal cas- 

Ities, and the usual verdict of accidental death returned in each case.

The counties of Cass, Fulton, Hancock, McDonough, Menard and Peorift 
show a decrease, while Schuyler and Tazewell have increased, which leaves ft 
slight decrease in the district; this can only be accounted for by lack of trade. 

New Mines — App\eg&te & Lewis have sunk a new mine at Cuba, Fulton 
county, on the T. P. and W. B. R.; this is No. 5 seam, four feet and six 
inches in thickness, the coal is o£ good quality; this mine has more wattf. 
than any other mine in this district; the mine is fitted with shaker so 
andg^ood machinery; it haa an escapemeiit %\v»2t\. %^xx^ ^tA\a& «. \v%v 12-i 
fan built over it, with a stairway tor t\ie m^n. 
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The Whitebreast Fuel Co. has sunk a uew shaft at Dunfermline, Fulton 
ooonty, and is now fitting it up; the tower is steel, and the engine room and 
boiler rooms are built of fire-proof material; the escapement shaft has been 
sank and work is progressing to make communication between the two shafts; 
this will be one of the best equipped mines in this district. 

The Monmouth Coal Co., has sunk a new shaft four miles north of Canton, 
Fulton county, on the C. B. & Q. R. R. The company is now building the 
top works and putting in the machinery; it is expected the mine will be ready 
for operation in a short time. This mine is being fitted up to handle a large 
output of coal; it will have shaker screens and all modern improvements. 
The escapement shaft is now being sunk and communication will be made 
between the two shafts by the time the top works are completed. 

Newsam Bros., Peoria, have sunk a new shaft at Reeds City, Peoria county; 
this mine is to take the place of the slope that was located at the same point; 
the slope is now abandoned and they are moving the machinery from the old 
mine. The new mine is being fitted up with shaker screens and all modern 
improvements. 

The Ubben Coal Co. has sunk a new shaft at Pekin, Tazewell county, on 
the line of the Big Four railway. It is geological seam No. 5, about four feet 
six inches in thickness. The escapement shaft is sunk and communication 
opened between the two shafts. 

The Junction Mining Co., Petersburg, Menard county, has opened up the 
old "Junction " shaft at that place and expect to employ a good force of men 
in the near future. ' 

The Petersburg Coal Mining Co. is now sinking a shaft on the line of the 
C. P. & St. L. R. R., about two miles north of Petersburg, Menard county. 

(Since writing this report the company has abandoned the sinking of this 
shaft). 

There are a number of new mines opened throughout the district that are 
hardly worth noticing, all being small mines and intended for local trade only. 
This class of mines are abandoned and new ones are opened each year. 

Abandoned Mines — The Chicago & Kansas City Coal Co., has abandoned its 
mine at Petersburg, Menard county, and has moved the plant to Lincoln, 
Logan connty. 

The Hawley Coal Co., Pekin, Tazewell county, has abandoned its mine at 
that place and is selling the machinery and material of the plant. 

The Egerton Coal Co., Colchester, McDonough county, has abandoned its 
mine and has quit the business. 

P. W. Meehan has abandoned his mine at Breeds, Fulton county; he has 
purchased and is now operating the East Cuba mine in the same county. 

Air Shafts and Escapements — A new air shaft has been sunk at the mine 
operated by Taylor Bros. & Howarth, at Edwards, Peoria county, this greatly 
improves the ventilation of their mine. 

A. C. Mack Coal Co., Lewiston, Fulton county, has sunk an escapement 
shaft at its mine, makng the mine in full compliance with the la^ . 

ImprovemenU—Taeker & Schelsmithf East Peoria, TfiLie^^^W c-oxraX.^ ^\>kaa 
made a new opening to their slope, and have built a ne^ dxxm^ wi^ V^^ "^^ 
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tail rope; they have also built a switch from the L. E. & W. Railroad, whieh 
now makes this a shipping mine; it was formerly confined to the local trade. 

At the East Cuba mine, Falton county, operated by P. W. Meehan, the 
escapement shaft has been retimbered and a new stairway put in; a new 
track scale has also been put in, and improvements made around the dump. 

Mine Fires— -At the Ball Coal Co.'s mine, Bartonville, Peoria county, a fire 
occurred under ground, which caused the mine to be closed for over three 
months. The cause of the fire was spontaneous combustion. 

Fatal Accidents — The following is a statement in detail of the fatal acci- 
dents that have oocured in this district during the year: 

Sept. 11, 1900, John Burgoyne, motorman, aged 24 years, single, lost his 
life in the Green view Coal Co.'s mine at Greenview, Menard county. Deceased 
left the bottom of the shaft in the morning with a trip of 28 empty cars; Car- 
rol Miller was the trip-rider, and was on the back end of the trip; there were 
10 kegs of blasting powder in the third car from the motor; when about 4,000 
feet from the bottom of the shaft the powder exploded, suddenly stopping 
the trip; Miller, who was nearly 200 feet from the front, called to Burgoyne 
but got no answer; he then tried to get to the front end of the trip, buteonld 
not do so, on account of the smoke and heat; he then ran for assistance 
which came, but when Burgoyne was found he was dead. Evidence was 
produced at the inquest that there were no open or broken kegs of powder 
among those loaded into the car, and that the motor man's light was fully 20 
feet from the car containing the powder. This accident occured at a place 
on the roadway where there is an up-grade, and the full strength of the 
electric current m required to pull the trip. There is some conflict of opinion 
in regard to the cause of the explosion, however, I have ordered that no more 
powder be hauled in cars that are moved by electricity. 

Oct. 12, 1900, George Jennings, driver, aged 21 years, married, was fatally 
injured on a trip of cars in the Wabash Coal Co's. mine, Athens, Menard 
county. Deceased was driving a trip of four cars on the north side of the 
mine, his foot caught some way in the front end of the car on which he was 
riding, pulling him in front of the car. Charles Ensley and Andrew Maddi- 
son, two timbermen, were working at the place where the accident occurred; 
they saw the first car ran over him; when they got him out from under the 
cars, it was found that he was hurt internally, he died about four hours 
afterwards. He leaves a widow. 

Nov. 13, 1900, William Gibson, miner, aged 18 years, single, was fatally 
burned with powder, in the Whitebreast Fuel Co's. mine, St. David, Fulton 
county; deceased was at work with his father, John Gibson, in the 3rd south 
entry on the west side of the shaft; when near the dinner hour the son went 
back to the break-through, to fire a shot; he had a full kes: of powder which be 
opened with a pick by knocking a hole in the end of the keg, the powder ei- 
ploded, burning him severely, from the effects of which he died nineteen 
hours afterwards. 

Dec. 15, 1900, Edward Brown, driver, aged 21 years, single^ was. fatally 
injured In the Wiaischiag Cooperative Coa\ Co^a. xxi\XL^,Tift%.x ^^wa.^?^ona 
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Nant7; he was helpintr a miner to take oat a oar to where he had left 
Ida male, the oar straak a prop that was too near the traok, knooking it oat; 
firawD was instantly oovered with a lars^ amoant of slate, when extricated it 
WIS toDnd that his spiae was broken; he was removed to his home, where he 
died ten days aftarwards.

New Mines— The Christian County Coal Co.,Tayloryille, which is composed 
of local capitalists, has completed sinkinfif one of the lar^st mines in this , 
State, and it is being equipped with the very best machinery obtainable, for i 
the purpose of making it a large producer, which it will be when fully devel- | 
oped. The company is engaged in sinking an escapement shaft at the , 
present time. 

Ahandxmed Mines — There have been several small mines abandoned in the 
district, but the parties who operated them have generally opened up other 
mines in the same locality; this does not, however, materially change the 
production of coal in the district. 

Fatal Accidents — The total number of fatal accidents reported this year is ' 
three less than reported tor the preceding year; taking into consideration 
that the tonnage is nearly as great as last year, it is a very gratifsing result 

July 5, 1900, Charles Kouloski, miner, aged 60 years, single, employed in 
the mine of the Moweaqua Coal & Mining Co., Moweaqua, Shelby county, 
was killed by a fall of roof. The accident happened at about 10:30 a. m., in 
room No. 13, fifth north entry, west side. He had fired a shot the night be- 
fore that knocked out nearly all the timbers in the room, and while engaged 
in replacing them the roof, which was full of slips and *' nigger-heads," fell 
and caught him, killing him instantly. 

July 9, 1900, Charles Frank, miner, aged 28 years, single, was killed in 
room No. 12, second west northwest entry, at the Himrod Coal Co.'s mine, 
Westville, Vermilion county. Deceased knew the rock was loose and was in 
the act of timbering it when it fell, with the above result. 

July 16, 1900, William Klouza, miner, aged 24 years, single, was killed by a 
fall of rock in room No. 25, forth west entry, at the Brookside Coal Co.'s 
mine. Grape Creek. 

August 30, 1900, William Hafner, miner, aged 20 years, single, was killed 
in room No. 15, ninth north entry of the Catlin Coal Co.'s mine, Catlin, Ye^ 
milion county, by a fall of roof. Deceased well knew the dangerous condi- 
tion of the roof, as his attention had been called to it before the accident 
happened, as the mine examiner had marked it in several places. He lived 
with his parents in south Danville. 

September 15, 1900, Charles Koehler, timberman, aged 35 years, married, 
was killed in the Citizen^s Coal Co.'s mine nt Lincoln, Logan county, by a 
piece of cap-rock falling on him. Deceased had worked in this mine for the 
past 15 years. He left a widow and four children. 

September 26, 1900, John Butkis, mm^x, a^^^ ^ 1^%.t«^ married, was killed 
by a fall of roof in room No. 15, nititlQ. aoxxVYi ©liVrs oil V!ida ^<i^%Y^^^ ^^ 
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r.'s No. 2 mine, Westville, Vermilion county. Jost how the accident hap- 
■ed no one knows, as he was away from his working place at the time of 
i accident. He left a widow and one child.

A fall of roof in room No. 10, fifth west entry, south side, in the mine of 
» Consolidated Coal Co. at Fairmount, Vermilion county. At the time of 
^ accident deceased was engaged in wedging up a piece of bottom coal, 
ma the roof gave way suddenly, killing him; there was a prop under the 
elk, but it wasn't placed sufficiently near the center to hold it up. He 
wckBd by himself, and it is supposed that the accident happened about 10:30 
m. The body was found about 2 p. m. 

>ctober 25, 1900, John Olson, motorman, aged 28 years, married, was 
imd on the main entry of the Kelleyvilie Coal Co.'s mine No. 3, Westville, 
Ktttilion county. He was thrown from the motor and run over by the cars.

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The district shows & net iaorease of 600,124 tons, which is due to Haeonpil 
And Sangamon eoantieB; Sangamon connty has mined nearly 3,000,000 toMt 
The large decrease is due to the Coffees Co&I & Coke Co., Coffeen, HontgMB- 
ery eonnty. This mine only worked 40 days during the year, owing to a 1 
in the mine. 

The small mines show a falling off. which was largely dne to the mild * 
ter. The large increase in Macoapin and Sangamon oonnties is largely dnt 
to the increased business of mannfaotories in Chicago and other cities, 
local trade shows a falling off or decrease of 71,000 tons, which is attribnttd 
to the effect of a mild winter, which means less bouse ooal sold in the varioM 
eities, towns and farming communities.

The Victor Coal Co., Pawnee, Sangamon 
county, is putting in a very substantial plant at the new shaft recently snnk 
at that point ; this plant will embrace all the latest improvements known to 
our coal mines; the present hoisting shaft will be used as an escapemeot 
when the plant at the new shaft is finished. 

The Capitol Cooperative Coal Co., Springfield, Sangamon county, will 
abandon its No. 1 shaft as a hoisting shaft; it will be used only as an escape- 
ment and ventilating shaft; a new fan has been put up and new ladders 
put in.

Mount Olive, Maconpia 
county, the Jones & Adams Coal Co., Springfield, Sangamon county, and the 
Chicago, Wilmington Coal Co., Thayer, Macoupin county. The Chicago-Tuf* 
den Coal Co., Virden, Macoupin county, will have electric haulage in its No. 
1 mine, at Virden, at an early date. 

Bope Haulage — There are four mines in the district using rope haulage: The 
Hillsboro Coal Co., Hillsboro, Montgomery county, and the Riverton Goal 
Co. No. 1, Riverton, Sangamon county, use the tail-rope haulage. The Gob- 
solidated Coal Co. No. 6, Staunton, Macoupin county, and the Capitol Co5p- 
erative Coal Co. No. 2, Springfield, Sangamon county, use the endless rope 
haulage. Tail-rope haulage will be put in the Republic Iron Co.'s mine at! 
Ridgley, Sangamon county, in a very short time. 

Changes oj Ownership — The Springfield & Pleasant Plains Coal Co., Pleas* 
ant Plains, Sangamon county, has sold its mine at that place to Joseph Trnt* 
ter, of Springfield. Mr. Trutter has sunk a new hoisting shaft, and is nof 
putting up the tower and placing the engines and boilers; the present hoist' 
ing shaft will be dismantled as a hoisting shaft, and ladders put in so that; 
can be used as an escapement shaft. A portion of the shaft will be used fo 
ventilation. 

The Coffeen Coal & Cooperative Co., Coffeen, Montgomery county, has so

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The Horse Creek Coal Co., Pawnee, Sangamon county, has sold its prop- 
erty, both the Pawnee Railroad and the mine, to a corporation known as the 
Viotor Coal Co., which will operate this mine, and it will be known by the 
new name in the future. This company expects to do a large coal business; 
it is building a number of houses and making great improvements both in 
and around the mine. 

Scales — A large number of scales have been tested and adjusted during the 
year, also a large quantity of oil; fully one-third of the oil does not come up 
to the standard, and has been condemned. £ cheerfully give credit to George 
Morgan and George Strebel, county mine inspectors of Sangamon and Ma- 
ooupin counties, respectively, who have ably assisted me during the year. 

FtUal Casualties. — There have been seventeen fatal accidents in the district 
during the year, seven of which were caused by premature blasts; six of these 
accidents occurred in Sangamon county, where coal is blasted off the solid. 
The following is a detailed statement of those who lost their lives during the 
year: 

August 13, 1900, S. P. Baker, mine examiner, aged 37 years, married, re- 
ceived fatal injuries in the escapement shaft of the Consolidated Coal Co.'s 
mine at Gillespie, Macoupin county. The company was building a new tower 
at the hoisting shaft; Baker had gone down the escapement shaft to examine 
the mine; a six-inch air pipe extends along the side of the ladders in the es- 
capement shaft; the air-compressor was running at the time; just as Baker 
was about to come up the ladder the air pipe burst, the ladders and platforms 
were knocked out for some distance, the timber falling on Baker, causing his 
death. 

September 12, 1900, Angeio Alexander, miner, aged 38 years, married, was 
killed by a fall of slate in the Wabash Coal Co.'s mine, Dawson, Sangamon 
county. 

October 2, 1900, Albert L. Eckman, driver, aged 19 years, single, was 
killed in the Consolidated Coal Co.'s mine at Hornsby, Macoupin county. It 
was supposed he was struck by a cross timber falling on him in the roadway. 

October 24, 1900, John Casey, mine manager, aged 25 years, single, was 
killed by being caught by mine cars while engaged in breaking in aii untrained 
mule, in the Williamsville Coal Co.'s mine at Selbytown, Sangamon county. 

October 24, 1900, Jesse Boswell, miner, aged 22 years, single, was killed in 
the Greenridge Mining Co,'s mine, Greenridge, Macoupin county, by a fall 
of clod at the working face of his room. 

November 14, 1900, Joseph Thomas, cartman, aged 22 years, married, was 
killed at the Consolidated Coal Co.'s No. 8 mine, Mt. Olive, Macoupin county. 
He was crossing the railroad track in his cart, when he fell out and received 
injuries which caused his death. 

December 6, 1900, John Benedict, miner, aged 62 years, married, was 
killed by a premature blast in the Riverton Coal Co.'s mine at Riverton, 
Sangamon county. 
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December 14, 1900, Michael Whalen, mine examiner, aged 40 years, mar- 
ried, was killed by a fall of rock in the Greenridfi^e Mining Co.'s mine, 
Greenridge, Macoupin county. It is supposed he was examining the place, 
where the rook fell. 

December 18, 1900, William Whitas, miner, aged 53 years, married, was 
killed in the Nil wood Carbon Coal Co.'s mine, Nilwood, Macoupin county, 
by a premature blast. 

January 3, 1901, Charles Smith, driver, aged 18 years, single, was killed by 
being thrown from mine cars in coming down a grade in the Biverton Coal 
Co.'s No. 2 mine, Biverton, Sangamon county. 

January 22, 1901, Anton Endijon, miner, aged 43 years, married, was killed 
by a fall of clod at the working face of his room, in the Carlinville Coal Co.'s 
mine, Carlinville, Macoupin county. 

February 4, 1901, Joseph Alberle, miner, aged 63 years, married, was killed 
by a fall of slate at the working face of his room, in the Consolidated Coal 
Co.'s mine No. 8, at Mt. Olive, Macoupin county. 

February 7, 1901, Fred Clanvert, miner, aged 45 years, single, was badly 
injured by a premature blast, in the Chicago- Virden Coal Co.'s No. 3 mine, 
Chatham, Sangamon county. He died two days after the accident, in St. 
John's Hospital, Springfield. 

March 4, 1901, Michael Monghan, miner, aged 60 years, married, was 
killed by a premature blast in the ''A" shaft of the Citizens' Coal & Mining 
Co., Springfield, Sangamon county. He leaves two children, grown. 

April 9, 1901, John Swaggert, miner, aged 50 years, single, was killed by a 
premature blast, in the West End Coal Co.'s mine, Springfield, Sangamon 
county. 

April 29, 1901, William Becker, mimer, aged 46 years, married, was killed 
by a blast in the Clear Lake Cooperative Coal Co.'s mine, Bissell, Sangamon 
county. 

April 29, 1901, Frank Becker, miner, aged 16 years, son of William Beekert 
working with his father, was killed by the same blast that killed his father. 
The blast came from the working place adjoining; some mistake was made in 
not giving proper notice to the Beckers that the blast was to be fired.

Comparing the work that has been done during this year with the year 1900. 
it will be seen from the above statement that the former has been much bst- 
ter. The average number of actual working days this year is 218, against 208 
last year; the total number of employes is 6,871, against 5,885 last year, s 
ing ^Q increase of 986. 

A sad feature presented in this year's report is the increased nnmber of 
fatal accidents. Twenty-two persons have lost their lives in and arouad lh» 
mines; 77.27 per cent ot these accidents happened at the working face, bf 
falling slate, coal or clod. The principal source of all accidents in this du- 
trict, both fatal and non>fatat, is due to falling clod, it being of a very brittle 
nature, gives way without warning. Tab narnVwr ot non-fatal accidents u 
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reported is 26 less than last year; but it mast betaken into consideration that 
only those that had lost thirty days or more are mentioned in this report. 
Last year the report included all losing: one week or more time. 

Improvements — The Gentralia Mining: & Manufacturing company has put in 
a new fan twenty feet in diameter, replacing one twelve feet in diameter. 
The company has also put in a second electric motor weighing ten tons, the 
other being of eight tons weight. Mining machines have been taken out of 
this mine and a return made to the old system of shooting off the solid. 

New Mines — There are ten new mines reported as producing coal this year. 
Seven of these are shipping mines, the others are for local trade. 

The Donk Bros., Coal & Coke Co. has sunk two more shafts in Madison 
county, one at Troy, the other at Maryville, three miles northeast of Collins- 
ville. The equipment of these shafts is to be the same as No. 1 at ColUns- 
ville. Last year's report gives a description of the plant at the latter mine. 

The Kerens & Donniewald Coal Co., at Worden, Madison county, has com- 
menced producing coal, and are now at work on the escapement sbaft. The 
equipment is first-class, Litchfield engines, self-dumping cages, and shaker 
screens, the latter made by the Duncan Foundry Co. of Alton, have been 
put in. 

The Beck- Walker Coal Co., operating what is known as the ** Royal Mine," 
near Belleville, and located on the L. & N. railway, commenced producing 
coal early in the fiscal year. A description of this plant may be found in 
last year's report. 

The Valley Coal & Mining Co., near Birkner, St. Clair Co., also located on 
the L. & N. railway, commenced producing coal this year. The first shaft 
put down by this company was intended for a hoisting shaft, but owing to 
the unfavorableness of the different strata, additional timber was required to 
make it secure, thus making it too small for a hoisting shaft, but sufficiently 
large for an escapement shaft, for which purpose it is now used. 

In last year's report mention was made of a new shaft sunk at Marissa. 
The name of the company at that time was the Superior Coal Co. ; the name 
of this company has been changed, owing to another company of the same 
name being located on the same railroad, which is now known as the Borders 
Coal Co. Both shafts are down at this mine, and are fully equipped. 

The Vinegar Hill Coal Co., located between New Athens and Lenzburg, St. 
Clair county, commenced producing coal during the latter part of the year. 
The escapment shaft is down, and the fan, a "Steine" is now in place. This 
makes two of these fans in this district; the other is at the Eureka mine, 
Marissa. 

The Lumaghi Coal Co. has put down a new shaft and is at work on the 
escapement shaft; the mine is located near Collinsville on the Terre Haute & 
Indianapolis railroad. No coal was taken out during last year, the first coal 
raised was in August, 1900. 

Escapement Shafts — Some trouble has been experienced in requiring the 
local operators in Madison county to sink e8capemen\.c^\iBki\.*&. Kl\AT\i^^c&l^^^ 
tbem several times, they still persisted in retusmg to <ioxxv^\^ ^\>Cii\fi:3 x\S3KSr» 
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Suit was entered against 11 of them ; as soon as they found out that they 
would be prosecuted, all ag^reed to commence work sinking shafts. With this 
understanding, I agreed to withdraw the cases, they agreeing to pay all ex- 
penses incurred in issuing warrants and serving the same. 1 am glad to 
report that work on the shafts is being done as agreed. 

Legislation Eecommended — I desire to direct your attention to an act passed 
by the last General Assembly, requiring the State inspectors of mines to test 
all oils for use in coal mines. The test as required has proved to be very un- 
satisfactory; the time required in testing oil takes much of the time the 
inspectors should devote to looking after the condition of the mines. It has 
been found that oil standing the test has given off more smoke than oil that 
did not meet the requirements; therefore, I would recommend that a law be 
enacted that all oils be required to undergo a smoke test. 

The time taken in testing oils could be very much reduced if the firms sell- 
ing oils were required to have shipping stations within the State. At the 
present time where mines are located, especially in towns where there are a 
number of merchants, nearly all of them sell oil for use in the mines, and 
never have more than one barrel on hand at a time; usually there is found to 
be as many different brands as there are merchants. The difficulty is that 
as often as a new barrel of oil is received by these merchants, the inspector 
is requested to come and test it, and no two of them receive oil at the same 
time. At one place I tested single barrels of oil in five different stores and 
condemned all of it. 

Fatal Accidents— AvLRUBt 2, 1900, T. R. Mitchell, miner, aged 36 years, sin- 
gle, employed at the Mitchell Bros, mine, Prairietown, Madison county, (one 
of the brothers) was killed by a fall of clod at the working face. His brother 
had told him to put up a prop to prevent it from falling, but he did not give 
it any attention, the clod falling with the above result. 

August 16, 1900, August Lathner, miner, aged 66 years, married, emplojed 
at the White Oak mine of the Consolidated Coal Co., Marissa, St. Glair 
county, was instantly killed by a fall of clod at the face of his working place. 
He was. a widower and leaves three grown children. 

September 4, 1900, Adam Fauz, miner, aged 56 years, married, employed at 
the Ruby Mining company's mine, Caseyville, St. Clair county, had his collar 
bone broken by falling coal; he died four days after the accident from heart 
failure. He was a widower and leaves six grown children. 

September 5, 19Q0, Fred Daesh, miner, aged 32 years, married, employed at 
the Madison Coal company's mine No. 3, Edwardsville, Madison county, 
was injured by a fall of coal which caused his death. He leaves a widow and 
two children. 

October 2, 1900, Noah Travis, miner, aged 44 years, married, employed at 
the Independent Coal company's mine, near Collinsville, Madison conntyi 
was killed by fiying coal from a shot. He leaves a widow and one child. 

October 6, 1900, John Bradley, driver, aged 21 years, single, employed a^ 
tlie Wilderman mine of the Missouri and l\\\tko\« Co«il Co.^ was kicked in the 
abdomen by a mnle, in the mine, and dvedltomVYi^ vd\\«'5 >iXi^ ^ci^iX. ^v^ 
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October 12, 1900, Hiram Kilpatrick, miner, sf^ed 23 years, married, em- 
>loyed at the Muren Coal and Ice company's No. 1 mine, Belleville, St. Clair 
sounty, had his back broken by a fall of slate, from which he died a short 
;ime afterwards. He leaves a widow. 

October 17, 1900, Frank Stroff, miner, afi:ed 36 years, employed at Donk 
Bros. Coal and Coke company's mine No. 1, Belleville, St. Clair county, was 
killed instantly by falling slate; he went to examine his working place, when 
the slate gave way without warning, with the above result. He leaves a 
widow and one child. 

November 13, 1900, Andrew Pierce, miner, aged 54 years, employed by 
Joseph Taylor, lessee, at the Mentor mine, of the Consolidated Coal company, 
O'Fallon, St. Clair county. He was mining a piece of top coal when it gave 
way, falling on him, injuring his back, from which he died two weeks after- 
ward. He was a widower. 

December 11, 1900, Peter Prough, machine helper, aged 31 years, single, 
employed at the Abbey No. 3 mine of the Consolidated Coal company, Col- 
liasville, Madison county, was instantly killed by a piece of coal falling on 
him, breaking his neck. He was the only support of his mother, who is a 
widow. 

December 14, 1900, George Doyle, driver, aged 24 years, married, employed 
at the mine of the Sorento Prospecting and Mining company, Sorento, Bond 
county, was caught between the top of a loaded car and the roof, causing his 
immediate death. He leaves a widow and one child. 

January 4, 1901, Albert Blaith, miner, aged 36 years, single, employed at 
the Glendale Coal company's mine No. 1, Belleville, St. Clair county, was 
instantly killed by falling slate in the mine. 

January 12, 1901, David Pyatt, miner, aged 29 years, single, employed at 
Donk Bros. Coal and Coke company's mine No. 1, Belleville, St. Clair county. 
He was working in a cross-cut near to the entry face; shots had been pre- 
pared in both places, and were lighted at the same time. The men in the 
entry and cross-cut returned to their places, thinking that all of the shots had 
exploded. When they were opposite the cross-cut one of the shots went off, 
and a piece of coal struck Pyatt, who was in front, on the forehead, killing 
him instantly. 

March 7, 1901, John Bifferan, miner, aged 48 years, married, employed in 
the Rentchler mine of the Missouri and Illinois Coal company, Belleville, St. 
Glair county, had two ribs broken and died two days after the accident. He 
leaves a widow and six children. 

March 11, 1901, August Garnet, laborer, aged 27 years, married, employed 
at Donk Bros. Coal and Coke company's mine No. 3, Troy, Madison county; 
he was engaged in bringing a car down to the mine and fell, the car running 
over him, causing his death. He leaves a widow. 

March 27, 1901, George Ettling, driver, aged 30 years, married, employed 
at the Avery mine, Freeburg, St. Clair county, was going to the shaft bottom 
with a trip of loaded cars. He unhooked the mule and Itved \.o\vs:\^\i^Oz.^^ 

-16 a 
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trip by going in front of it; his feet slipped and caught on a tie; the moviDH^ 
trip passed over him, injuring him about the neck; he died next day. He 
leaves a widow and two children. 

April 3, 1901, August Ackerman, miner, aged 20 years, single, employed at 
the Home Trade Coal company's mine, Edwardsville, Madison county, was 
killed by a falling clod. 

April 6, 1901, Charles Newton, machine helper, aged 22 years, single, em- 
ployed at the Beck- Walker Coal company's Royal mine, near Belleville, St. 
Clair county, was killed instantly by falling coal; he lived at Lenz Station. 

May 9, 1901, Henry Williams, miner, agfed 28 years, married, employed at 
the Crown Coal and Tow company's mine No. 4, Belleville, 8t. Clair county. 
While mining a piece of coal it gave way, falling on him, injuring his back; 
he died eight days afterwards. He leaves a widow and two children. 

May 29, 1901, James Jarman, miner, aged 52 years, married, employed by 
the Sorento Prospecting and Mining company, Sorento, Bond county. He 
had fired a shot, and went back to put up some timbers when a large boulder 
gave way, falling and killing him instantly. He leaves a widow and five 
children. 

June 1, 1901, T. R. Harris, miner, aged 35 years, married, employed at 
Donk Bros. Coal and Coke company's mine No. 2, Maryviile. Coal was being 
hoisted with one cage. A loaded car bad just been hoisted; two men stepped 
on the cage to be lowered. The top man bad dumped the car and pushed it 
back, supposing the cage was still at the top landing; it having been lowered, 
the car went down the shaft, killing Harris and injuring Homer Welch. 
Harris leaves a widow. 

June 13, 1901, Lichard Voss, miner, aged 48 years, married, employed at 
the Pittenger & Davis mine, Centralia, Marion county. He had prepared and 
lighted a shot, and was at a place of safety, but the shot being a little long^t 
than usual in going off, he went to see what was the trouble; when in frost 
of it, the shot exploded, killing him instantly. He leaves a widow. 

The tables of fatal and non- fatal accidents follow, also the county tables.

Neic Mines— The Southern Illinois Coal Mining and Washing Co., Marion, 
Williamson county, has recently sunk a new shaft on the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinuis railroad, three miles north of Marion.. At the depth of 120 feet a 
seam of coal 9 feet thick was reached, which is probably No. 7 of thegeolofci- 
cal survey. 

The size of the shaft is 17 feet 9 inches by 10 feet in the clear, and is sit- 
uated on a 2,000 acre tract of land, the coal running from 9 feet to 11 feet in 
thickness. The timbers used in the shaft are 8 x 10 inches, white oak; the 
tipple house is built of steel, and was erected by the Wisconsin Bridget 
Iron company. The self-dumping cages and shaker screens were built by 
J. A. Parker, Terre Haute, Ind. Electric mining machines are used, having 
a 300 horse power dynamo and engine. The boilets are of the Murphy fur- 
nace type, four in number, 600 horse power, and are fed by automatic ma- 
chinery. The smoke stack is built of brick and is 100 feet high. The engine 
and boiler room is 45x90 feet, built of hollow tile with steel trusses. The roof 
is of fire proof material. There is a Stewart coal washer in connection with 
this mine, 30 feet wide by 160 feet long, with a washini; and unloading 
capacity of 175 bushels per hour. 

The Chicago Big Muddy Coal and Coke Co., Marion, Williamson county, 
has recently sunk a shaft on the Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad three 
and one- half miles northwest of Marion. At the depth of 81 feet a seam of 
coal was reached nine feet thick. The size of the shaft is 9x13 feet, and is 
fully equipped. 

The New Virginia Coal Co., Johnson City, Lake Creek postoffice, William- 
son county, has sunk a shaft on the Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad, one 
and one-half miles south of that place. The depth of the shaft is 119 feet; 
the size of shaft 9x13 feet; the thickness of the coal is six and one-half feet. 

The Jupiter Mining Co., DuQuoin, Perry county, has recently sunk a shaft 
on the Illinois Central railroad at DuQuoin. The mine is now fully equipped, 
the capacity intended is about 700 tons per day. 

The White Walnut Coal Co., Pinckneyville, Perry county, has sunk a shaft 
on the Illinois Central railroad, one- half mile south of the depot of this road. 
It 18 the intention ot the company to Viavft \Va &\i«kXX. ^cvoAvv^^^^'t ^ ^<^^'^^>&^q( 
about 1,200 tons per day, which will be tYie YaT^esX-'vix^^rc^ ^xoiX--^ . 
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A new mine has been sunk at Tilden, Randolph county. This mine is oper- 
ated by a stock company, composed of the citizens of Tilden ; it is organized 
as the Crystal. Coal Company. 

Seven other new mines are being sunk, two at Coulterville, Randolph 
county, one at Swanwick, Perry county, one at Herrin, Williamson county, 
two at Ledford, Saline county, and one at Tamaroa, PeiTy county. 

Fatal Accidents— The following is a statement in detail of the fatal acci- 
dents that have occured in the Seventh District during the year ending June 
30. 1901. 

July 16, 1900, William Moody, miner, aged 40 years, married, was instantly 
killed by a fall of roof at the face of his working room in the Pope Mining 
Co.'s mine, DuQuoin, Perry county. The slate that fell was about 12 feet 
long, eight feet wide and six inches thick. Deceased was in the act of shov- 
eling away coal to make room to put up timber, when the slate fell. He 
leaves a widow and one child. 

August 27, 1900, Joseph Messino, miner, aged 28 years, married, was in- 
stantly killed by a fall of slate at the face of his working room in the mine of 
the Willis Coal and Mining Co., Willisville, Perry county. The slate that fell 
on deceased was 20 feet long, ten feet wide, and from eight to ten inches 
thick. The room had been mined and the coal blasted down. This was a 
ease of waiting to load the coal and then timber the place, as the deceased 
had remarked that he would timber the room as soon as the coal could be 
loaded and taken out of the way. Messino was careless in not timbering his 
place in time. He left a widow and one child. 

August 27, 1900, Napoleon Simmons, miner, aged 28 years, married, was 
severely burned by the explosion of powder in the Superior Coal Co.'s mine, 
DiiQuoin, Perry county. The deceased was handling the powder when it was 
ignited by the light of his lamp. He walked to his home, and no one thought 
at the time that he was seriously burned ; it was judged that he must have 
been burned internally. He died 48 hours after the accident, and leaves a 
widow and two children. 

September 16, 1900, James Samroons, laborer, aged 19 years, single, was 
severely hurt by falling down the escapement shaft, 150 feet, of the Chicago- 
Carterville Coal Co., at Herrin, Williamson county. He died in 30 minutes 
after being brought to the surface. The deceased was walking across over 
the shaft when the plank he was walking on gave way, causing him to fall, 
with the result as stated. 

September 17, 1900, Elmer Hill, miner, aged 17 years, single, was instantly 
killed by falling roof in the Greenwood & Davis Coal Co/s mine, DuQuoin» 
Perry county. The deceased was workine' with his father; he had timbered 
the room that morning and was loading the coal ; he asked his father if he 
thought everything was all right, and before the father could answer a piece 
of clod weighing about 200 pounds broke off over one of the props, crushing 
his head against the kip piece on the bottom, with the result as stated. 

December 13, 1900, Patrick Martin, miner, aged ^^ ^e^ct^, ^\\i^^^ ^^^ 
severely crtfshed about the body by a fall of top coa\ at \Yi^ "^wctv^wi ^^V '^'^ 
he Big Muddy Coal & Iron Co., Murphysboro, Jac^ao^ <io\v\iV-q. \>^^^^'^^^ 
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was working: in a pillar, andermining the bottom coal when a piece of top 
eoal weighing aboat one ton broke off over the slate falling on him. Martin 
was an experienced miner and had worked in this mine over 16 years. He 
was removed to his home and died an hoar and a-half after the accident. 

January 9, 1901, Noah Morgan, driver, acred 20 years, single, was killed in- 
stantly by being canght between a pit car and the side of the entry in the 
Big Muddy Coal & Iron Co.^s mine No. 7, Heirin, Williamson coanty. The 
deceased was making his last trip before dinner, and was riding on the front 
end of the empty car, driving at fall speed, the car left the track, when he 
was caaght, with the result as stated. 

January 15, 1901, William Hampton, machine miner, aged 37 years, ma^ 
ried, was killed instantly by a fall of roof in the G«orge W. Brown Coal Co.'s 
mine, Pinckneyville, Perry coanty. Deceased was running an electric mining 
machine; the room had been timbered; he took an iron bar used in moving 
the machine and knocked out one of the props, in order to make room for 
one of the machines along the face; while in the act of moving the machine 
a mass of slate and clod fell on him, causing his death. He leaves a widow 
and four children. 

February 1, 1901, William Penny, miner, aged 25 years, single,was severely 
crushed by a fall of slate in the Eden mine of the Western Anthracite Coal 
& Coke Co. , Sparta, Randolph county. The deceased knew of the dangerous 
condition of the slate he was working under, as he had been warned by men 
working in the next room; he was in the act of loading coal when the slate 
fell on him, and died after being taken home, three hours after the accident. 

February 28, 1901, Thomas L. Grezzell, carpenters' helper, aged 21 years, 
single, was instantly killed by being struck on the head by the descending 
cage, at the Willisville Coal & Mining Co.'s mine, Willisville, Perry coanty. 
Deceased was told to call to the bottom cage to send up a shovel; he went 
direct to the shaft, leaned over and was trying to talk to men at the cage be- 
low, when the descending cage struck him on the head; he fell backward on 
to the cage. He died two hours afterwards. 

March 29, 1901, Levi Marlow, machine runner, aged 29 years, married, was 
severely crushed by falling slate in the face of Boom No. 12 of the fonrtb 
north entry, in the Harrison shaft of the Big Muddy Coal & Iron Co., Mur- 
phy sboro, Jackson county. He died from injuries sustained, five hours after 
the accident. The slate that fell on him was ten feet long, four feet wide and 
from four to six inches thick. He leaves a widow and two children. 

April 6, 1901, Fritz Stayndner, miner, aged 44 years, married, was instantly 
killed by a fall of top coal in the Gartside Coal Co.'s mine No. 1, Murphys- 
boro, Jackson county. The deceased was mining off of a pillar in an old 
room, and was in the act of setting his drill under the top coal, when the 
coal in which he was trying to fasten the end of the drill fell, with the result 
as stated. The coal that fell on deceased weighed about one ton. He leaves 
a widow and four children. 

April 13, 1901, Fred Laws, driver, aged 17 years, single, was killed instantly 
-fer being crushed between the top oi a pit eat wx^t^aa xooli, ^\.\Jaft^^%\AT^ ^• 
tbracite Coal & Coke Co. 's Eden mine , Bpaxta, ^wi^Q\^>ti ^ov«i\.i , ^v^^^^sr.^^^^ 
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Iriving^ a mole, and was coming; oat with his last trip for the day; when near 
he doable parting in the north entry he got off at the side on which he was 
ised to riding, into across cut; when trying to get back on to the front end 
3f the car his head stmck the roof, which was low at this place, causing him 
to be partly dragged on the top of the car. He was dead when found. 

June 17, 1901, Patrick Murphy, miner, aged 21 years, was severely crushed 
about the head and bod;!^ by a fall of slate in his working room in the Daven- 
port Goal Co.'s mine, Ledford, Saline county. The deceased and his father 
were working together; a fall of slate had occurred about 50 feet back of 
their working face the night before and had covered up the drilling tools. 
Murphy, Jr., was working trying to locate his tools, when a piece of slate fell 
on him, causing his death. The slate that fell was seven feet long, five feet 
wide and from two to four inches thick. He died four hours after the accident. 

June 24, 1901, Logan Reeder, pumpman, aged 38 years, married, was in- 
stantly killed by a fall of coal in Room No. 39, third north entry of shaft No. 
6 of the Big Muddy Coal & Iron Co., Murphysboro, Jackson county. Deceased 
went into the room to pump water, and it was necessary for him to get along 
the face of the room and clean off somS coal to allow the water to get to the 
suction pump. He was told by the men working in the room not to stand too 
close to the face, as the coal had been blasted the day before and was ready 
to fall. Reeder for some cause or other failed to heed the advice of the men, 
and was standing close to the working face when a mass of coal fell on him 
that caused his death. He leaves a widow and two children. 

June 30, 1901, Joseph Herwin, sinker, aged 30 years, widower, was killed 
instantly by falling timber in the sinking shaft of the Saline County Coal Co., 
Harrisburg, Saline county. Deceased was working in a stooping position in 
the middle of the sinking shaft. The engineer on the surface signaled to 
hoist the bucket, and started his engines. When the bucket was about 35 
feet from the bottom it struck a bunting, knocking it out so that it fell back 
into the shaft; before Herwin could get out of the way he was struck on the 
bead by the falling timber. The size of the timber was 6x6 inches, and seven 
feet long. This bunting had been knocked loose several times before; it was, 
therefore, deemed carelessness on the part of the persons in chare^e of the 
sinking that it was not securely fastened. He leaves four orphan children.

conveyances at all mines to properly 
convey injured persons to their homes 
after an accident. 

28th. The operator shall see that 
an equal turn is offered each miner, 
and that he be given a fair chance to 
obtain the same. The cbeck-weigh- 
man shall keep a turn bulletin for the 
turn-keeper's guidance. The drivers 
shall be subject to whomever the 
mine manager shall designate as turn- 
keeper, in pursuance hereof. 

In mines where there is both band 
and machine mining, an equal turn 
shall mean approximately the same 
turn to each man in the machine 
part of the mine and approximately 
the same turn to each man doing 
hand work; but not necessarily the 
same to each hand miner as to each 
man working with the machines. 

29th. There shall be no demands 
made locally that are not specifically 
set forth in this agreement, except as 
agreed to in joint sub- district meet- 
ings held prior to May 1,1902. Where 
no sub districts exist local grievances 
shall be referred to the United Mine 
Workers' State Executive Board and 
the mine owners interested.

Keport op the Peoria Office for Three Months for 
THE Fiscal Year Ended Oct. 1, 1901. 



The free employment oflSces of Illinois were created in 1899, by 
virtue of an act of the 41st General Assembly. This is the third 
annual report and epitomizes the business of the three offices during 
the fiscal year beginning Oct. 1, 1900, and ended Sept. 30, 1901. 

Tne Peoria free employment office was opened for business on 
July 1, 1901, the 42d General Assembly having made an appropria- 
tion for its establishment and maintenance for two years. The 
report of the Peoria office covers a period of only three months, and 
for that reason its work is given separately from the work of the 
other offices. It will be noted that 82 per cent of the calls on the 
Peoria office for help were satisfactorily filled, and that 53.3 per cent 
of the applicants for employment secured positions. The good result 
shown by the Peoria office in the short space of three months is the 
best argument that could be made in favor of its continuance. 

The year's work of the three Chicago offices is shown in consol- 
idated and classified form in a series of 12 tables. Then follows the 
separate report of the superintendent of each office. 

The period covered by the reports herewith submitted, has been 
one of great business activity and general prosperity. The demand 
for laborers and help of various kinds has been steady and these 
offices have had little difficulty in placing all who applied and who 
really desired work. 

Among those who employ skilled labor, the work which the fte^ 
employment o&ces are doing is better appTec\eA.^dL «ja '\V^ xsjkeJCcLO^s&r 
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become better understood. The aumber of establishments of good 
standing that make requisitions upon the free employment offices for 
help is continually increasing. When capable mechanics and clerks 
come to realize that an application filed in a free employment office 
is usually the forerunner of a job, there will be a considerable in- 
crease in the number of applicants for that sort of work. 

The report indicates thaf the offices continue to be a boon to com- 
mon laborers and farm hands. Large numbers of this class have 
sought and found employment. In the "manual labor" class the 
places provided applicants run up into the thousands. The classes 
of "domestic service" and "transportation" are also conspicuous for 
the number who have found employment. 

The number of males who filed applications in the four offices was 
16,824; number of females, 11,281; making a grand total of 27,605. 

The number of positions secured for males was 13,625; the number 
secured for females, 10,371 ; aggregating a total of 23,996 positions 
secured, this showing is that 87 per cent of those applying for work 
secured positions. 

Constitutionality of the Freb Employment Law Affirmed by 

THE Supreme Court. 

Section 10 of the act provides that, no person, firm or corporation 
m the cities to which the law applies, shall open, operate or main- 
tain a private employment agency for hire, or where a fee is charged 
to either applicants for employment or for help, without first having 
obtained a license from the Secretary of State, also requiring a license 
fee of $200 together with a bond in the penal sum of $1,000. 

Immediately upon the act taking effect, the Bureau furnished the 
State's Attorney of Cook county a list of about 200 private employ- 
ment agencies in the city of Chicago. This oflScer at once sent no- 
tices to the various agencies, calling their attention to the provisions 
of the law, and requesting that within a reasonable period a com- 
pliance therewith would be expected, also suggesting that prosecution 
would follow should they fail to coinply with the law. 

An organization of the interests of the private offices was effected; 

several persons conducting such offices were indicted, and a test 

case was brought in the criminal court of Cook county to determine 

the constitutionality of the sectioii ol \Xi^ \vw \.o ^\i\ft\vx^fetetice has 

been made. 
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At the May term 1901 of that court the case was tried, and the de- 
fendant found guilty as charged in the indictment, and a fine of $50 
and costs of suit assessed. 

From this judgment an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court of 
the State. At the October term, 1901, of this court the case came 
up for hearing. The opinion of the court was handed down Oct. 21, 
1901, and fully aflSrms the judgment of the lower court. 

This important litigation having been brought to a successful issue, 
it is hoped that all reputable employment oflSces will promptly com- 
ply with the law. The disreputable and clandestine concerns will be 
prosecuted if they do not abandon the field. 

Following is the full text of. the decision of the Supreme Court: 

George W. Price 

vs. 

The People of the State of Illinois. 

Mr. Justice Boggs delivered the opinion of the court: 

Section 10 of an act of the General Assembly entitled " An act to 
create free employment offices in cities of certain designated popula- 
tions, and to provide for the maintenance, management and control 
of the same, and to prevent private imitations of the name of the 
«ame, and regulating private employment agencies," approved April 
11, 1899, in force July 1, 1899, (Hurd's Stat. 1899, p. 848,) is as fol- 
lows: "No person, firm or corporation in the cities designated in 
section 1 of this act [cities of not less than 50,000 population] shall 
open, operate or maintain a private employment agency for hire, or 
where a fee is charged to either applicants for employment or for 
help, without first having obtained a license from the Secretary of 
State, which license shall be $200 per annum, and who shall be re- 
quired to give a bond to the People of the State of Illinois, in the 
penal sum of $1,000 for the faithful performance of the duties of 
private employment agent; and no such private agent shall print, 
publish, or paint on any sign, window, or newspaper publication, a 
name similar to that of the Illinois free emplo3rment offices. And 
any person, firm or corporation violating the provisions of this act, 
or any part thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
flpon conviction shall be fined not less than $50 nor more than $100." 

The plaintiff in error was indicted at the November term, 1899, of 
the criminal court of Cook county, for opening, operating and main- 
taining a private employment agency in the city of Chicago without 
laving first obtained a license from the Secretary of State, and with- 
out having given a bond to the People of the State of Illinois in the 
penal sum of $1,000, conditioned for the faithful performance of the 
duties of private employment agent. The defendant tCLON^^Vs^ o^^^^ 
the indictment on the ground that the offense cVieht^edL ^^^ \xx^xl<^^\3 
io the law ofUlinoia; that section 10 of tbe act N^a^ No\dL\i^c»xNSife^' 
pagnant to the State Constitution and tbe Fede>Ta\ Con«XSWcvQvv, ^ 
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because oppressive and unreasonable, and that the entire act wa& 
yoid because repugnant to the State and Federal Constitutions. The 
court denied the motion. The defendant entered a plea of not 
guilty. A jury was duly waived and the case was tried before the 
court. At the conclusion of the evidence the defendant submitted 
certain written propositions of law, by which the court was asked ti> 
hold (1) that the indictment did not charge the commission of*any 
offense known to the law of Illinois; (2) that section 10 of said act 
was void because in contravention of the Constitution of Illinois and 
(8) of the Federal Constitution; (4) that the said act was void as a 
whole because repugnant to the State Constitution, and (5) the 
Federal Constitution; (6) that said section 10 was void because un« 
reasonable and oppressive, and (7) because prohibitive and not regu- 
lative. The court took the case under advisement, and at the May 
term, 1901, marked each of the propositions of law so submitted 
"refused," found the defendant guilty and assessed against him a 
fine of $50. To reverse the judgment entered on that finding thi& 
writ of error has been sued out oiP this court. 

The proof was clear that in the month of December, 1899, the de- 
fendant was engaged in the business of a private employment agent 
in the city of Chicago, and that he had not procured a license there- 
for from the Secretary of State. The plaintiff in error admits that 
if that section is valid in its entirety the judgment of the criminal 
Court was warranted by the evidence. 

Section 1 of article 4 of the Constitution of 1870 lodges the legis- 
lative power of the State in the General Assembly, consisting of the 
Senate and House of Representatives. The supreme or sovereign 
power of legislation, which under our form of government resides in 
the People, by the adoption of the said section 1 of article 4 of the 
Constitution of 1870 was vested in the General Assembly, subject 
only to the limitations and restrictions found in other portions of 
the organic instrument or in the Constitution of the United States. 
(Hawthorn vs. People, 109 III, 302; People vs. Hill, 162 id., 186). 
It is a well recognized attribute of sovereign power to tax any occu- 
pation for the purpose of raising revenue, and such tax may be laid 
and collected in the form of a license fee. (Cooley's Const. Lim. 
479; Cooley on taxation, 570, 572, 591, 592, 599; Banta vs. City of 
Chicago, 172 111., 204). Article 9 of the Constitution of 1870 is ex- 
pressly devoted to the exercise of the power of raising revenues. 
Section 1 of the said article authorized the General Assembly to tax 
certain occupations specifically enumerated in the section. The oc- 
cupation of private employment agent is not therein enumerated. 
The incorporation into the Constitution of the section giving the 
Legislature authority to tax certain enumerated occupations for the 
purpose of raising revenue does not operate to limit the power of 
the law-making department of the State, in exercising the sovereign 
right of taxation of occupations, to the particular occupations speci- 
fied. The familiar canon of construction, that such enumeration 
should be held by implication to inhibit the taxation of any occupa- 
tion not speciGed in the section, can iio\.\i^ ^^%Tkwe?^\Q»k\Ksyfik,tQtthe 
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reason such construction is expressly forbidden by section 2 of 
article 9 of the organic law. Expressions in Banta vs. City of Chi- 
cago, supra, that such canon of construction is applicable were made 
inadvertantly. No inhibition, therefore, arises against the imposi- 
tion of a license fee upon the occupation of the plaintiff in error on 
the sole ground the fee was laid as a tax for purposes of revenue. 

It is an attribute of sovereign power to enact laws for the exercise 
of sudh restraint and control over the citizen and his occupation as 
may be necessary to promote the health, safety and welfare of 
society. This power is known as the police power. In its exercise 
the General Assembly may provide that any occupation which is the 
proper subject of the power may not be pursued by the citizen ex- 
cept authorized by a license issued by public authority so to do. 
Such enactment may require the payment of a fee and the execution 
of a bond with security, conditioned in view of the objects and pur- 
pose of the act, as a prerequisite to the issuance of such license. 
What occupations are the proper subjects of this power is a judicial 
question. Town of Lake View vs. Rose Hill Cemetery Co., 70 111., 
191; Ritchie vs. People, 155 id., 98; Cooth vs. People, 186 id., 43. 

That the public welfare demands legislation prescribing regula- 
tions and restrictions to protect against the evils of imposition and 
extortion which have manifested themselves in the conduct of private 
employment agencies is not contradicted by counsel for plaintiff in 
error, but sucb counsel contend that the license fee imposed by said 
section 10 of the act is enacted for the primary purpose of raising 
revenue, and not as a means of enforcing any police regulation. The 
argument is, the sole regulation or restraint prescribed by the sec- 
tion on the business of employment agents is, they shall not simulate 
the name of the State free employment oflSces established by other 
sections of the act, and that the license fee of $200 has no relation to 
the cost of enforcing this regulation, but is an oppressive, arbitrary 
exaction on the occupation, and is in contravention of the guar- 
anties of both the Federal and State Constitutions that **no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or property without due process of 
law." The position of the Attorney General is, the General As- 
sembly is vested with the absolute and unrestricted power to deter- 
mine what the license fee shall be, and that the judgment and discre- 
tion of the Legislature, as expressed in the act, are conclusive as to 
the reasonableness thereof. The Attorney General concedes that 
the ordinance of a municipality prescribing the exaction of a license 
fee upon any lawful occupation in virtue of the police power dele- 
gated to such municipality by the General Assembly may be open to 
review by the courts and the reasonableness or unreasonableness of 
the license fee fixed by the ordinance may be determined by the 
court, but insists the court has no such power of review when the 
General Assembly, in the exercise of the sovereign power of legisla- 
tion, with which it is vested, has fixed and declared t.\\^ %xsiwi».V ^V 
the license fee. 

The enaotment in queBtion does not seek to proVnbW. \X\^ ^\yx%^^^'^ ^ 
tie ooonpation ot an employment agent by a pT\va\.e> c\\.VL^^^^'^^/^'^ 
the regulation ot thai occupation. If, nndex V>a^ ^\x\^^ ^"^ 
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Tegulation, the General Assembly should fix a license fee so exhor- 
bitant in amount as to operate as a prohibition upon the calling or 
create a monopoly, and clearly without relation the cost and expense 
of regulation, the effect would be to deprive the citizen of a liberty 
and property right under the Constitution, and it would be within 
the power of the court to so declare But the courts always proceed 
with great hesitation and caution in passing upon the validity of 
the enactments of the General Assembly. Primarily, we assume 
the law-making body considered the effect of the proposed enact- 
ment upon the constitutional rights of the citizen, and that it acted 
from patriotic and just motives, and in fixing the amount of the fee 
to be paid as a prerequisite to the right to a license to pursue the 
calling of an employment agent acted upon proper consideration and 
in the exercise of honest intentions. The requirements that a bond 
shall be given conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of employment agent, and that a license shall be secured, are within 
themselves matters of regulation, in addition to the requirement that 
private agencies shall not simulate the name or signs of the public 
employment offices, and the conditions of the bond charge upon the 
public officials of the State whose duty it is to enforce compliance 
with such conditions further duties clearly in the nature of regulation 
of the occupation. What amount the applicant for a license shall be* 
required to pay as a license fee is plainly committed to the General 
Assembly for determination, and the action of that department of the 
State government is conclusive, except, beyond serious doubt, it i» 
manifest the amount of the fee has been in any particular instance 
established, not with regard to the purpose of regulation of the occu- 
pation with the view of protecting the public welfare, but with the 
real purpose to raise revenue under the guise of the police power, or 
to subvert the proper exercise of that power to the prohibition, by 
means of oppressive license fees, of the right of the citizen to exer- 
cise a lawful calling, in violation of the constitutional guarantiee 
against the destruction of the liberty and property right of a citizen. 

This court would not assume to enter upon the consideration of 
the question, pure and simple, whether the legislative mind and 
•judgment were at fault in determining the amount to be required as 
license fee for the purpose of regulating an occupation in the 
interest of the welfare of the public. If errors or defects of this 
character exist in an enactment the remedy is by way of an applica- 
tion to the General Assembly, when again convened, for the repeal 
or modification of the ill-advised provision. 

The judgment appealed from is affirmed. ,

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With the constitutionality of the law fully aflSrmed and the just- 
ness of its provisions practically acknowledged, the time is not far 
distant when the free oflSces will be generally recognized, in the com- 
munity where they are maintained, as clearing-houses for labor, both 
skilled and unskilled. 

No system has yet been devised which is so well calculated to 
bring together the men and women in search of employment and 
those who need and will employ their services. Many have spent 
days and weeks in fruitless effort and aimlessly tramping about in 
search of work, when, had they applied to one of these oflBces, they 
would have been sent where their services were needed, and in all 
probability would have been promptly employed. 

It is a part of the duty of the superintendents of these oflBces to 
inform themselves from time to time of the needs of the more prom- 
inent employers of labor in their district. By so doing the oflBce is 
enabled to bring together, without loss of time, the two parties 
directly interested. 

Money spent by the State in finding and procuring work for its 
citizens in the humbler walks of life is money well spent. If it be 
charity, these is no more deserving charity — for the ranks of the 
criminal and the debased are not recruited from the body of indus- 
trious artisans and workers placed by the free employment oflScesr

Table I shows the combined business of the three Chicago oflSces 
for the past year and the Peoria oflSce for three months, in the mat- 
ter of "applications for employment" and "applications for help.'* 
The grand total number of applications filed for help of all kinds 
iras 28,124; the grand total number of applicants for positions filed 
iras 27,605 — showing an excess of 519 applications for help over the 
number of applications for positions.

Table V is a summary of the preceding table and shows results hj 
classes. Reviewing this table it will be seen that of the whole num- 
ber of males (14,647) applying for work, 6,172, or over 42 per cent, 
were in search of manual labor; and of the 11,292 positions secured, 
5,905, or over 52 per cent, were obtained for persons representing 
this class. Other industries show similar favorable results in pro- 
portion to numbers involved. 

Among the females Domestic service continues to furnish the mosi 
applicants. Of the 10,650 females applying 9,730, or over 91 per 
cent, were of this class, and nearly 94 per cent of them were placed 
to the mutual satisfaction of employer and employ^. This is a fact 
which gives emphasis to the claim that the character of help supplied 
by the free employment offices is reliable.

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REPORT OP THE NORTH SIDE OFFICE. 



Chicago, November 26, 1901. 
[on. David Ross, Secretary Bureau of Labor Statistics, Springfield, Illinois: 

Sir: — In compliance with section 6 of the law establishing free employment 
ffices, I beg to submit the third annual report of the business of this office, 
3vering the period from October 1, 1900. to October 1, 1901, together with 
le expense account for the same period. 

Our people have very much to be thankful for. J think there never was a 
ear when the demand for help was so great and the supply so scarce. I 
ave found it more difficult in the past year to find help to supply the demand 
ban to find places for those who were seeking employment. 

The first nine months of the year there was no appropropriation for de- 
fraying the expense of advertising. There being only three months left, 
Bifter the appropriation by the last legislature was available, we could scarcely 
note the benefits until the expiration of our year, September 30, 1901. We 
are still laboring under a disadvantage in that the appropriation is not enough 
to provide us with room to properly conduct the female department. It is 
essential to its proper conduct that the rooms for employes and employers 
chould be so separated that conversation can not be heard by all those who 
«re present and not directly interested. 

It is further gratifying to report that the business houses generally are be- 
coming interested in these offices, and the advantages they afford are more 
(iDi\ersal]y recognized now than ever before. I think it is only a question of 
a short time when all will avail themselves of the opportunities offered by 
these offices for all classes of employment. I have many letters from busi- 
ness houses expressing pleasure at the promptness and care their requisitions 
^or help have received, and acknowledging the great benefit the law is to the 
people. 

I also receive many complaints from applicants regarding the private 
igencies, who accept their fee for registration, but seldom give anything in 
:*etQrn. I generally refer them to the Staters attorney's office for redress and 
^ve them the address of the free employment offices in Chicago, where they 
nay have all the advantages without paying for them. 

I also note another feature which I have discovered to exist, and that is 
hat in some establishments the person who is authorized to hire and dis- 
charge help appears to be in collusion with the private agencies. I have 
reason to believe that in some instances the fee is divided, thereby making 
t an object for the person in authority to patronize the private agencies.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTH SIDE OFFICE. 



Chicago, October 30, 1901. 

Hon. David Ross, Secretary Bureau of Labor Statistics, Spring field, Illinois: 

Sir: ComplyiDfi: with section 6 of the act of the General Assembly cre- 
ating the Illinois free employment offices, I herewith submit the third annual 
report of the business of the South Side office for one year from October 1, 
1900 to September 30, 1901. The report also confains data of an interesting 
nature from the '^application and daily work of the office, together with the 
expense of maintaining the office for the same period." 

A careful perusal of this report] will show that the public, especially the 
employers, are convinced that they can procure reliable and efficient help on 
making an application to these offices. A large number of business firms, 
contractors, hotels, hospitals, railroads and other branches of the industrial 
andi commercial world, together with private families, have made requisitions 
upon this office for help. The numerous acknowledgments received as to the 
competent help furnished has been very gratifying. The firms that have 
been supplied with clerical help have been well satisfied in every instance. 

The work of this office has not been confined to supplying help and em- 
ployment in the city, as the report will show that the farmers, who at all 
seasons of the year are in need of help, have been supplied very generously, 
which plainly indicates that the free employment offices are a factor in 
the work of producing and gathering the crops of the country. 

The work of procuring employment brings this office in contact with two 
classes of persons, those who are willing and anxious to work, and in every 
respect worthy of any assistance that can be given them, and those who ap- 
pear to be seeking employment, but are at the same time hoping that an 
opportunity will present itself (in the shape of the kind of employment 
offered, place of emplpyment or wages given, or even an intervention of 
providence) that will allow tttem a sufficient excuse to refuse the position. 
To distinguish and separate these classes requires judgment of a peculiar 
training that can only be perfected and cultivated by contact with the masses, 
and the daily routine work of the office affords the opportunity. While it is 
tme that lengthy records, which mean practically an autobiography of the 
person, are of great assistance in determining the filn^fta, ^\.<!.»> <A "Ocv^ ^z^^J^x

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These records, when compiled, embrace features of a sociological nature 
that can not be obtained otherwise, and the data they contain is in valuable. 

The General Assembly appropriated the sum of four hundred dollars to be 
used for advertising purposes, which, together with the friendly attitude of 
the press, has increased the volume of business in this office to a marked 
degree.

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REPORT OF WEST SIDE OFFICE. 



Chicago, Nov. 25, 1901. 
Hon. David Ross, Secretary Bureau Labor Statistics, Springfield, Illinois: 

Dear Sir — In compliance with section 6 of the law establishing free em- 
ployment offices I herewith submit the third annual report of the business of 
this office, from October 1, 1900, to and including September 30, 1901, together 
with the expense account for the same period. 

Since the submission of the last yearly report this office has been removed 
from its former location at 28 Odgen avenue to its present address, Nos. 1 
to 9 South Canal street. That this change was advisable is clearly shown 
by the increased business that has been transacted in our present location. 
[t is desirable that these offices remain at their present locations, as we are 
convinced, from our experience in the past, that frequent changes in the lo- 
cation of the offices is detrimental to their prosperity. A careful examina- 
:ion of the following list of business establishments will convince the average 
sitizen of the necessity which formerly existed of our removing from our 
former location to one more centrally located. 

Following are a few of the principal business houses, hotels, etc., with

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I have frequently minified with the business men of my district and called 
at their places of business. 1 have met with much encouragement, many 
promising to call upon us in future for their help. Therefore, I deem it advis- 
able that a circular be mailed to every business house in the entire city at 
least once in each quarter. This circular might also include a statement from 
our weekly reports, showing what has been accomplished by these of&ces 
■during the past and also what is being done daily. 

This office continues as heretofore, to supply many of the leading families 
of the West Side with their domestics and other classes of help, many of 
whom have expressed themselves as much gratified that the State has estab- 
lished free employment offices in their midst.
